The congress voiced criticise of certain Missions, partioularl 
t ef the work of the Mission in Italy (located in Ro— ), beaded by 
(her) Shear gharTcAPROS . Be was taken’ to task for having failed, up to the 
irbssht, to found a Catholic Mission In Trieste. Also, Tor not haring 
attended to the assistance of Italian repatriates frost Romania, most of 
Whom are married to Ramanlan nationals. It was meotioBed that tbs 
majority of the Italian repatriates are ao completely Rq— nianlisd that 
In a greet nuidber of cases the only Italian characteristic wh ic h they 
still possessed were their Italian passports. 

All the chiefs of missions pointed to the Inadequacy of their 
funds and requested rlase in their budgets. Vsgr. KIRA promised to 
approach the Rational Catholic lalfare Conference and try to obtain 
additional funds.
